He  received 
a  doctorate  in  policy 
studies  and  higher  ed- 
ucation from  Syracuse 
University  in  1978  and 
the  same  year  was  ap- 
pointed Provost  and 
Professor  of  Social 
Sciences  at  Kalama- 
zoo, with  responsibility 


for  the  academic  pro- 
grams. Active  in  local, 
state,  and  national 
higher  education  af- 
fairs, he  served  on  the 
Board  of  Regents  at 
Eastern  Michigan 
University,  as  an  offi- 
cer of  the  Michigan 
Association  of  Govern- 
ing Boards,  and  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Great  Lakes  Col- 


leges Association.  He 
also  served  as  a  Pro- 
gram Consultant  and 
Evaluator  for  the  Na- 
tional Endowment  for 
the  Humanities. 

Dr.  Board  joined 
Elon  College  in  North 
Carolina  in  1986.  As 
Senior  Vice  President 
and  Provost,  he  was

lege. He  served  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Alamance  County 
Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  is  a  past 
president  of  the  Bur- 
lington Rotary  Club.

Cubans  fled  their  native  lands  in  almost 
anything  that  would  float.  Tens  of 
thousands  of  people  were  desperate  to 
escape  the  poverty  and  hunger  that  im- 
prisioned  them  in  Cuba.  Many  Cubans 
did  not  make  to  the  U.S.;  they  were 
intercepted  by  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard. 
Early  in  September,  the  Coast  Guard 
stopped  over  1 ,000  vessels  headed  to  the 
U.S.  in  one  day.  These  events  reversed 
a  28-year-old  policy  of  not  granting  Cu- 
bans asylum.  The  U.S.  agreed  to  admit 
at  least  20,000  a  year.

On  the  brink  of  an  invasion,  Haiti's  mil- 
itary rulers  bowed  to  the  United  Nations 
and  promised  to  cede  power  to  the  duly 
elected  president  whom  they  had  oust- 
ed, Jean-Bertrand  Anstide.  The  inva- 
sion was  halted  when  an  eleventh  hour 
decision  was  reached  with  Gen.  Raoul 
Cedras. 


President  Juvenal  Habyarimana  died  in 
a  mysterious  plane  crash  on  April  6. 
This  event  marked  the  beginning  of  a 
civil  war  in  Rwanda,  Before  the  end  of 
1994.  500.000  Rwandans  had  been 
killed  and  2  million  had  fled  to  Zaire 
and  other  neighboring  countries  for 
safety. 


Despite  the  United  Nations  peacekeep- 
ing forces,  civil  war  continued  to  sweep 
through  Bosnia-Herzegovina.  The  con- 
flict began  in  1992  when  Bosnia's  Se- 
bian  minority  rebelled  against  a  deci- 
sion by  Yugoslavia's  Muslims  and 
Croats  to  secede.

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In  1993,  President  Clinton  appointed 
Hillary  Rodham  Clinton  to  head  a 
health  care  task  force.

As  a  result, 
1994  ended  without  any  significant 
changes  to  the  health  insurance  reform.

Luckily,  President  Clinton  and  his  fam- 
ily were  not  home  at  the  time  of  the 
accident. 


140  WORLD  IN  REVIEW 
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It  was  a  wet,  rainy  month  in  Georgia. 
After  two  weeks  of  record  flooding  in 
July,  rains  left  31  people  dead,  de- 
stroyed hundreds  of  bridges  and  roads, 
and  even  uprooted  caskets.  Hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  in  damage  was  re- 
ported. Forty  six  counties  were  declared 
national  disaster  areas. 
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Thousands  of  firefighters  spent  their 
summer  fighting  a  battle  against  scores 
of  fires  that  burned  across  more  than 
three  million  acres  of  woodlands  in  the 
Western  states.  The  firefighters  ranged 
from  seasoned  pros  to  new  recruits  with 
little  training. 


Even  a  $30  million  crime  law  will  not 
stop  the  violence  that  is  engulfing  our 
nation.  The  law  banned  many  assault 
firearms,  permitted  the  death  penalty 
for  more  crimes,  and  provided  billions 
of  dollars  over  the  next  six  years  to  build 
prisons  and  hire  police.
